He claims that ‘‘everybody 
forgets old soccer players’’, but 
in Joe Marston’s case this is 
patently untrue. 


Witness the fact that in the recent New 
Year Honors List, the former Preston North 
End and Australian star received an MBE, 
becoming only the second member of a 
rather exclusive ‘Glub of people recognised 
for their services to the sport of soccer in 
Austrailia. 

Joe Marston was undoubtedly. the first Aus- 
tralian soccer player to reach international 
stature and he gained this at a time when 
Aussie soccer still had an image of open pad- 
docks and colossal thrashings from the likes of 
South China and England Amateurs. 

He was in fact the first Australian to 
become a regular in English Division One, a 
feat emulated only recently by young Craig 
Johnstone at Middlesborough. 

Marston has also made the only appearance 
by one of our “‘own"’ in an F.A. Cup Final, he 
is the only Australian to have captained a 
team in the Football League First Division 
and has represented the English League 
against its Scottish counterpart. 

Honor also followed honor at home both 
before and after his English sojourn. 


Altogether he has played 34 times for 
Australia, adding this to a tally of close to 300 
first team matches at Preston ina five year 
period, including one consecutive stretch of 
198 League and Cup matches. > 


Marston was skipper of the Australian team 
21 times, retired only in 1966 and went on to 
coach and manage various teams, including 
six seasons with the magnificent APIA sides 
of that era, five as supremo of Western’ 
Suburbs and four at Auburn, another club 
with great traditions. 

Now, to quote his delicate statement, Joe 
Marston is in “‘semi-retirement’’. 

“But, I’m ready for action if the right offer 
comes along,”” he said. 

“Il miss my former involvement with soc- 
cer, but have also enjoyed the break, which 
allowed me to sit back and observe the game 
in a detached sort of way.”” 

And the former maestro worries about 
some of the things he sees. 


Marston fears today’s youngsters, with all 
the distractions of modern life around them, 
may not always have the dedication and dis- 
cipline needed to make the grade. 


This in spite of his opinion that “‘the materi- 
al is there"’. 

“Application counts for everything, because 
you only get out of soccer what you put into it. 


“Talented kids must learn how to give up 
some of the more pleasurable things in life 
and cut down on their social activities. 


“That is the only road to success,” he said. 
Looking back on the recent past, Marston 
still remains the eternal optimist. 


“I've been saying for the past 30 years that 
soccer will one day be the number one sport in 
pent and J maintain that this can still be 

one. 

“But our failure to cash in on the Socceroos’ 
success in reaching the World Cup finals in 
West Germany was a terrible blow to me. 


“After that great achievement not only did 
we fail in increasing soccer’s popularity, but 
the game in Australia actually declined,"’ he 
recalled. 
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If Marston’s bitter comment that “nobody 
wants an old coach", was proven incorrect, 
we could also expect a different style of play 
from his team, when compared to what passes 
for modern soccer. 

He feels that the individuality of present 
day soccer “stars” is ruthlessly suppressed by 
the demands of modern tactics. 

“Natural abilities are stifled in most of 
them, in spite of the fact that these skills are a 
priceless commodity. 

“A player can be taught combinative, tacti- 
cal roles, but you must be born with sparkling 
individual skills.”’ 

One such rare gem, according to Marston, 
is young Melbourne star Davidson “Who stood 
out like-a beacon” with his marvellous skills 
on the recent tour of the Socceroos. 

“Unless such players are nurtured and 
cultivated, the flair will be missing from the 
game and this will be detrimental to soccer’s 
attempt to compete with other diversions as 
an entertainment,” he said. 

“As a coach I always allowed my boys to 
express themselves in an individual manner 
on the field of play. 

“When the day comes that every player in 
every team plays the same style and pattern, 
soccer will expire of boredom!” 

Marston is also aware of a major problem 
with imported players, a problem he ex- 
perienced himself on his return from England. 

Even though returning to Sydney meant the 
end of fulltime soccer, Marston still managed 
to train at least three times a week. 

This in the days when one or two fairly brief 
sessions were the rule rather than the ex- 
ception among First Division teams. 

“This was the only way I could maintain my 
standards for another ten years,” he said. 

“} have seen it over the years, when former 
pros from overseas joined one of our teams. 

“With a bit of luck they stayed at their peak 
for a season or a while longer, but then, 
almost inevitably, they came down to local 
standards.” 

As long as Australian coaching standards 
and training requirements — hampered by the 
part-time nature of the game here — remain 
below that of Europe and the Americas, this 
sad malady will probably continue. 

How to overcome it? 

“Full-time professionalism is the only way, 
but this will remain just a dream until the 
money is available to compensate players for 
giving up their careers outside soccer."” 


Which brings us back a full circle. 


Crowds through the turnstyles are the finan- 
cial lifeblood of any sport, soccer included. 

Over-dependence on poker machines and 
generous sponsors is simply building a house 
of cards. 

But, for the crowds to return — and they 
were there in the early sixties, packing 
grounds from the Sports Ground to Henson 
Park and Woonoona each week — soccer must 
give them what they want. 

Pure entertainment. 

It would be nice to think that a wise club 
president somewhere in the PSL would see his 
way clear to call on Joe Marston MBE to 
advise and assist in meeting this great chal- 
lenge. 

Or. is it too much to hope that the ASF 
would pinch an idea, widespread overseas, 
and set up an advisory body of unattached 
soccer experts as a “Think Tank” for the re- 
vitalisation, organisation and administration 
of the sport?

The argument was that commercial sta- 
- tions that participate in Channel 0’s local 


soccer coverage would withdraw if they did 
not get their share of the world youth 
championships. 

Channel 0 has a signed contract with the 
ASF to cover the youth titles. 


The 10 Network has been granted the TV 
rights by Coca-Cola, which sponsors the 
titles and which signed a deal with FIFA for 
the rights in November, 1979. 

However, Channel 0-28 is set to agree to a 
compromise. It concedes that the 10 Net- 
work is better equipped to handle a project 


of such mammoth proportions. 


The Network will film each of the 32 
matches in the championships. Some will be 
shown live, some replayed, others will be 
farmed out to 0-28, and all will be made 


available to overseas TV as well. 
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So much for the idea of housing the nation- 
al youth players at the Sports Institute in 
Canberra and using them as a team in the new 


youth league! 


Many youth squad members have preferred the lure of lucr- 
ative signing-on fees and match payments from PSL and State 
League clubs to the offer of scholarships at the Institute. 


‘“‘National Director of 
Coaching, Eric Worthington, 
was mainly responsible for se- 
lecting scholarship winners 
but a great many boys did not 
want to accept his offer,”’ said 
ASF secretary Brian le Fevre.

Australia’s first-half perform- 
ance was the best I have seen from 
our national team at this time of 
the year. 

But I feel very strongly that to round 
off an increasingly competent com- 
bination, Tony Henderson must be retur- 
ned to the stopper’s position. 

Steve Blair did well in his first senior 
representative game as stopper, and he 
may well hold down that position per- 
manently in the future. 

At the moment, however, we need 
more experience there. It comes down 
to a choice between Henderson and 
Murray Barnes who did well there 
before going back to midfield for the 
game against Dynamo Zagreb. 

I know Henderson as well as anyone, 
having coached him at Canberra City, 
and as far as I’m concerned stopper is 
his best position 

He needs the luxury of playing in the 
back, from where he can see more. In 
midfield he tends to get a little lost, but 
with all the play in front of him, he still 
can help to push the team forward 

Barnes is better than Henderson in 
midfield, the position he plays for his 
club, Sydney City. He also is a regular 
goalscorer from midfield, whereas Hen- 
derson isn’t. 

Having watched the Australians surge 
to a 2-0 lead against Dynamo Zagreb and 
come back to draw 3-3 even after falling 
behind 2-3 during Dynamo’s spirited 
fightback, I feel quite confident that we 
can qualify for the 1982 World Cup finals 

The two games against New Zealand 
will be the decisive ones in the prelimi- 
nary Oceania group, and with this team, 
l reckon we can get through 

Clashes with New Zealand tradition- 
ally are fighting games, and Gutendorf 
has lots of fighters — Krncevic, Cole, 
Henderson, Davidson, Barnes, Yzen- 
doorn etc. 

What is most pleasing to me is that 
Gutendorf has developed so many young 
local players. I believe strongly in what 
he has been doing. If Gutendorf leaves 
tomorrow, he will have left the basis of a 
squad that can be successful for the next 
eight years. 

As for Dynamo Zagreb, it obviously 
was affected by the travel and espe- 
cially the 32 deg. heat. 

However, it is a skilful, typically mid- 
European team, with good individuals. 
It does not however, measure up to the 
great Czech national side we saw last 


year. 

Most of Dynamo’s soccer is played on 
the ground, but dangerous crosses also 
are used and they are contested mainly 
by Bosnjak, Deveric and Bracun, who 
scored two goals last Sunday. 

Of the team that thrashed Australia 
4-0 in icy conditions in Zagreb late last 
year, forwards Cerin and Krancar and 
defender Jovicevic did not play in 
Canberra. 

Australia started very positively and 
went on to dominate the first half 

As early as the first minute, Australia 
threatened the Dynamo goal in a move 
started by a Tansey free kick. It was 
headed on by Krncevic to Cole before 
being turned for a corner. Sharne took 
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the corner, sending the ball to Blair who 
shot just wide 

Seconds later Tansey combined well 
with Boden whose shot hit the post! 

Boden shot just wide in an individuai 
effort, just before Alan Davidson shot 
Australia into the lead in the sith min- 
ute. 

What a sensational goal it was! David- 
son, that much-publicised South Mel- 
bourne star, brought the ball forward 
from deep on the left, beating two de- 
fenders before playing a one-two with 
Cole and driving a 20-metre shot past 
goalkeeper Stincic. 

It was not unti] the seventh minute 
that Dynamo, which appeared sluggish, 
managed it first attack.

“Fitness is still not good enough for top international com- 
petition,’’ Gutendorf said. 

“We must plan a series of training camps. This will be done 
when I meet the ASF World Cup committee,” 

The first training camp was to have been this month, but it was 
called off when Marconi in particular refused to release its play- 
ers, explaining it needed them for pre-season club training. 

“T really wanted a training camp this month to set a standard 
for the players’ physical fitness," Gutendorf said. 

“TI bought weightlifting equipment worth about $1000 just for 
that camp. 

“I understand the problems faced by the clubs but on the other 
hand, I am disappointed because I really thought that this would 
be the year of the national team. 


‘Australia, however, is not alone in having this problem. 

‘In England I spoke to Ron Greenwood who said he found it 
very difficult to prepare his team properly in the face of the play- 
ers’ club commitments. 

“It is for this reason that the Rumanian national team, for 
example, is better than England's and that the so-called Third 
World countries are able to make incredible strides forward in 
international] soccer. 

“Indonesia, for example, played something like 50 games 
during an extended stay in Brazil not long before we played 
against them on tour. They don’t care about club commitments. 
Neither do the Kuwaitis or lragis care about club involvements. 

“Our administrators must wake up to the fact that countries 
like Indonesia may be able to overcome our greater physical 
ability simply because they are willing to sacrifice more.“ 

About including youth players for the match against Dynamo 
Zagreb in Canberra last Sunday, Gutendorf said 

“I have two jobs — one concerning the senior team, the other 
concerning the youth team which is preparing for the finals of the 
world championships in October. 

“I must give the youth players an opportunity to train with and 
play against senior players to give them the experience they will 





ed. 

‘Also. I was not happy with the prospect of playing at this time 
of the year. At first, I refused to play the national team, because 
the players are not ready.” 

About the national youth team, which finished last behind Swe 
den, Rumania and Israel in the Israel international tournament, 
Gutendorf said 

“We are short of forwards. Paul Kay and Peter Raskopoulos 
are playmakers rather than goalscorers, which leaves us only 
with David Mitchell up front, since lan Hunter has a broken leg 

“However, Charlie Villani of Adelaide City has apparently re- 
covered from injury and he could strengthen the team. 

“The main thing is to play together as often as possible and to 
keep this team together, with a few additional forwards.” 

Gutendorf extended his congratulations to China on having won 
its Asian World Cup elimination group. 

“China did not field its national team against us on our visit 
there in 1979. Their strategy over these past two years has been 
remarkable and they could be the surprise team of the final 
stages of the qualifying series,” he said. 

“T already have spoken with the ASF about travelling overseas 
to study the Chinese national team, and also watching the quali- 
fying series involving Kuwait and Iraq.” 

Gutendorf said he was anxious to have Tommy Cumming back 
in his squad, since Cumming has had an operation to overcome 
the groin injury that kept him out of soccer for most of last sea- 
son. 

‘tAs svon as Cumming proves his fitness at club level and in the 
Victorian State team, J will call him back into the squad,"’ Gut- 
endorf said. 

“He and Jim Tansey work very well together.” 

Gutendorf hailed Alan Davidson as the best player of the senior 
Socceroos’ tour. He would not say where he intends to play David- 
son. ‘He's an all-rounder — left back, right back, midfield, even 
libero."’

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Australian captain Murray Barnes 
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Despite the thousands of words 
written about the November-Decem- 
ber tour, the thousands of miles of 
travel aiid@>thé= match results, Aust- 
ralia still has the ability and talent to 
reach the 1982 World Cup finals in 
Spain. 

Brave words possibly, “and certainly contrary to 
many of the reports from and since the tour, but | 
believe some of the positive results have been over- 
looked in the weiter of controversy surrounding per- 
sonalities. 

Australia completed the eight-match pro- 

e with two wins, two draws and four 
losses, yet the result could so easily have been 
six wins. There is no way Australia had the 
skills to beat either Fiorentino in Florence, or 
Dinamo Zagreb in Yugoslavia. 

But if this review is to be factual, it must 
start at the beginning, when the young hopefuls 
took wing to foreign climes with the stated 
object of finding a national eleven to qualify for 


‘The Perils of Pauline’, the adventurous he- 
roine of early movie serials, was never faced 
with some of the problems which the Socceroos 
encountered on their world merry-go-round. 

Probably one of the simplest descriptions 
was coined early in the tour by Ivo Prskalo and 
readily adopted by party members when he 
witnessed an opening spat at Sydney Airport on 
the night of departure and turned to his team- 
mates with the word . . “Unbelievable.” 

It sums up an incredibly arranged trek which 
involved 70 hours in jet travel, 70 hours waiting 
at airports, 40 hours going to and from grounds 
and airports in buses, 20 take-offs from air- 
ports, and booking into 18 hotels in the 33 days 
itinerary. 

The list then becomes-endless — the petrol 
drivers strike in Sydney, the national strike on 
arrival in Greece, woeful training facilities in 
Athens, a:security scare at Milan, hotel fire 
alarms in England, tour match confusion, and 
the unending travel. 

There are many more but maybe they could 
fit under. the heading of incidents, such as no. 


_ ball to.;start“the second ‘half of the ‘match 


against Leicester City, Australia kicking-off in 
both halves against Israel, and the match shirts 
problem where the Australians were given 
short-sleeve nylon summer shirts to play 
against Dinamo Zabreb in a temperature of 
two degrees and snow and wound up with long- 
sleeve thick winter jerseys for the inter- 
national against Indonesia in the tropics. 


Criticism of the tour was constant, and the - 


national coach Rudi Gutendorf never minced 
words about the effect on the players. At one 
stage he called them “‘burnt-out’’, and after the 
loss to Hong Kong-he bluntly stated the players 
were not tired but “dead.” - 

Gutendorf was the centre of-continuing con- 
troversy during the tour with his penchant for 
publicity, substitutions and positional ex- 
periments. Throughout the furore which ac- 
companied him, he staunchly maintained his 
claim that the tour had resulted in positive 
benefits. 

Alan Davidson, Murray Barnes, Allan Maher 
and Greg Woodhouse are four names he readily 
quotes as success stories and who will serve 
Australia well for years to come. 

Davidson, the find of the year, came into the 
team as an unheralded youth product and came 
home as “numero uno’’. His development as 
the tour progressed was astounding, and Gut- 
endorf believes if he continues to improve he 
will be worth a minimum $300,000. on the over- 
seas transfer market by the end of 1981. 

He gave valuable support to the often hard- 
pressed defence, and linked well with Barnes 
and the keeper of the moment. Barnes also 
grew in stature as stopper and captain and his 
future appears to be in defence. At times when 
he ventured upfield, he momentarily looked out 
of place and lacked the finesse required, but 
rarely was uncomfortable in the back four. 

If Woodhouse had the experience of Maher, 
or Maher had the youth of Woodhouse, Aust- 
ralia would have two of the top keepers in the 
world. Maher lived up to his title of ‘‘Spider’’ 
with lightning reflex saves which brought looks 
of anguish and pats of priase from goal-hungry 
strikers. 

Rating slightly below this quartet must come 
Ken Boden, whose exceptiona) skill qualified 
him on a level with many of his overseas peers, 
and Peter Sharne, the flying winger who could 
“catch a pigeon’’ according to Israel coach, 
Jack Mansell. Boden created many openings as 
a midfield link, while Sharne intelligently used 
his infrequent opportunities to speed behind the 
defence. 

Eddie Krncevic maintained a high work-rate 
in every match, as did Steven Hogg, John Yzen- 
doorn and Mark Jankovics. Yzendoorn, who 
was felled by tonsilitis and glandular fever at 
the start of the journey, made a remarkable re- 
covery to rejoin the team, and proved the turn- 

ing point in the Indonesian clash when he re- 
yitalised a sluggish midfield. 
« Jim Tansey and Steve Perry, until injured, 
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Argentinian star Daniel Bertoni — 
played for Fiorentina against the Soc- 
ceroos 


but initiated few attacking moves and failed to 
combine effectively with his fellow defenders 
on a number of occasions. 

Of the remaining players, there appears to 
be room for improvement. It was obviously not 
Gary Cole’s tour and the big striker failed to 
find his scoring boots. Maybe it was the stre- 
nuous season, but even open chances went beg- 


ing. 

Tony Henderson was another who did not 
measure up to his known: form, while Jamie 
Paton, Arno Bertogna and John Spanos were 
given few opportunities to impress. Theo Sele- 
midis at times showed flashes of skill in mid- 
field, but failed to. complete movements by 
taking the ball too far or passing poorly. 

The tour began with a promising but con- 
troversial 3-3 result against Greece in Athens. 
A hotly disputed penalty one minute from full- 
time enabled Greece to snatch a draw after the 
Australians had gained their second wind to 
take the lead with two minutes remaining. 

Although publicised as a national and near- 
World Cup side, the Greek coach experimented 
with some of his younger players and kept his 
stars in wraps for the coming World Cup quali- 
fying match with Italy. On their home ground 
they were expected to win, and the way they 
dominated most of the second half it seemed 
the prediction would be correct until the tou- 
rists suddenly snapped into life.

Against England B, the Socceroos were rated 
as the underdogs but with a chance of moving 
up on the world scale if they could achieve a 
good result. Their subsequent one-nil loss was 
praised, but what a different story if Gary Cole 
had converted one of his three chances. Eng- 
land’s professional superiority was quickly on 
display with players like Gary Bailey, Billy 
Wright, Alan Sunderland, Cyrille Regis and 
Peter Ward, but they squandered their chances 
while the Australians appeared to Jack the con- 
fidence needed to score. 

In Florence, three players valued at a total 
of $6.5 million were named in the Fiorentina 
team, Casagrande, Bertoni and Antognoni, and 
their skill proved the decisive factor in the 2-0 
success of the home team. Australia matched 
the Italians in midfield and build-up but lacked 
finishing power. 

Fiorentina coach Paul Carosi said Austra- 
lia’s technical play was good and they pressur- 
ed well all over the field. However, on the occa- 
sions the Socceroos did penetrate the Italian 
defence, there was always someone to clear or 
the final pass was wasted. 

The accurate boot of Boden gave Australia a 
memorable 2-1 victory over Leicester City and 
the score should have been higher. Two penal- 
ties awarded to the home team almost enabled 
it to draw except for a marvellous anticipatory 
save by Woodhouse on full time.

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Alan Davidson — star of the tour 
dominated this match in its best performance 
of the tour. 

It was quickly brought back to earth when 
Dinamo Zagreb crushed it 4-0 in ice and snow at 
Zagreb. Dinamo led-3-0 at half time as the Aus- 
tralians foundered in the freezing conditions. 
The visitors were never a threat at any stage, 
and apart from scrambling and sliding around 
the slippery field, failed to find a counter to the 
two-winger attack adopted by Dinamo. 


A return to warm weather in Israel gave the 
Socceroos a much-needed energy transfusion in 
their 1-0 win at Beersheba. The flying speed of 
Sharne led the revival against a side which was 
more skilful on the day but didn’t have as many 
open chances as the tourists. Sharne broke 
through a number of times with long solo runs, 
as did Cole and Selemidis but the chances again 
went begging. 


It was controversy again and headlines when 
Hong Kong scraped to a 1-0 success in a fiery, 
incident-packed match which resulted in Boden 
being sent off, three players being cautioned 
and frequent fouls. Australia launched attack 
after attack, despite being one man short, only 
tod see the opportunities slip by. It showed signs 
of tiredness in the second half and was unsett- 
led by a series of late tackles, heavy body 
clashes and a stream of free kicks awarded 
against it. 


Gutendorf aptly summed up after the game 
when he said “It’s hard enough for ten players 
to compete against 11, but it ts impossible 
against 12”. 


Indonesia provided a fitting finale and the 1-1 
draw satisfied the huge crowd of about 60,000. 


The Socceroos played as though it was the 
start of the tour and the result was even better 
considering Indonesia had beaten Hong Kong 
4-0 a week earlier and had just returned from a 
three months tour of Brazil. The big spark 
came when Yzendoorn took over as sweeper 
after Spanos had replaced Prskalo in the 19th 
minute. 

At stages, Gutendorf had considered the use 
of Tansey, Davidson and Yzendoorn as libero, a 
player to be free to move from behind the 
defence and initiate and join raids into opposi- 
tion territory. Only in Jakarta did the back line 
also become an attacking unit, 


Prskalo covered his role as sweeper satisfac- 
torily in every match, but was disappointing in 
ball distribution and attack. 


His style of play did not blend with Davidson, 
Yzendoorn and Hogg, and the younger players 
were more intent on creating moves rather 
than clearing the ball. 


On the few occasions they got their act going, 
such as against Indonesia and Leicester City, 
the Australians looked every inch the number 
one nation in the Pacific-Asian area. And this is 
the problem that will give Gutendorf night- 
mares over the next few months leading up to 
the World Cup qualifying rounds. 


During the tour, he experimented with a 
spiral system, where all of the players explode 
from defence into attack, but it was not a 
success mainly due to the failure of under- 
standing in the linking areas, or, as the players 
indicated, the lack of a midfield. 


“My style is to play without a midfield or 
playmaker,’’ said Gutendorf. ‘‘It is simpler to 
push the ball forward and use the speed and 
power of Sharne and Cole to penetrate. Austral- 
ians don’t have the fine skills and control of top 
overseas footballers, and they give too many 
eels away when they come up against cultured 
football.”” 


Gutendorf’s substitutions became a running 
sore with the team and left the players uncer- 
tain of where they should play or how they 
should play. But more importantly, it pre- 
vented them from blending together and get- 
ting to know each other on the field. 


Murray Barnes was the only member of the 
19-strong squad to play in every game for the 
entire 90 minutes. At some stage, every other 
player was substituted. 

By tour’s end, a playmaker, a spiral system, 
an ive two-man midfield and no mid- 
field had all been tried, but none was an out- 
standing success. 

Another point of contention was the use in 
depth of all players to contain the opposition. 
This meant curbing the speed of Sharne by 
keeping him in midfield to watch for an over- 
lapping fullback, and at times having more in 
defence than Rale Rasic at his peak. It was 
obvious the number of times on tour that when 
a long ball or breakaway did occur, the Austral- 
ians were unable to flow into the positions re- 
quired to create a goal opportunity. 


If the controversy which followed the tour is 
ignored, the headlines surrounding the coach 
forgotten, and total concentration and effort is 
directed towards the qualifying matches, then 
Australia could once again find itself matching 
skills with the greats of the soccer world. 

But if the players do not respond, and the

MUNRO; they’re play- 
ing well defensively, but 
not in attack. The object 
now must be to settle down 
into a set 11. I like Hender- 
son in midfield. Cole is 
playing up front with no 
support, but when he does 
get through, he sometimes 
misses badly, like against 
England ‘B’. Davidson's 
been as good as anyone. 
He’s better at left back 
than midfield where he’s a 
bit lost. If Tansey plays 
left back, Davidson could 
be sweeper. He’s quick, he 
reads the game perfectly. 
I’m disappointed he hasn’t 
given Paton an extended 
run, as he and Cole togeth- 
er are dynamite. Iv’e been 
impressed by Sharne but 
there’s still room for Roo- 
ney, the old head, to steady 
it down.

They scored an average .86 goals and conceded an av- 
erage 1.6 goals a game. The 1976 touring team had ex- 
actly the same defensive record but scored more goals — 


an average 1.45 a game.

tina we didn’t use our best 
team — why not? Was 
Rudi scared of losing? The 
team was chopped and 
changed against Dynamo 
Zagreb and it was probably 
during that game that any 
remaining confidence was 
drained from the players. 
Now I must correct 
reports that the victory 
against Israel was the first 
by an Australian team 
over there. In fact, we beat

The ASF’s Youth Development programme, aimed at 
the best possible team in the Coca-Cola World Youth 
Championships in October, took its most ambitious step 
yet in the Israel Winter Youth Tournament. 


At first, it-was intended to by-pass the Oceania Tournament in Fiji, but 
when sponsorship was forthcoming, it was decided to go — a decision that 
rebounded when captain lan Hunter broke his leg in the final against New 
Zealand, which was /ost in extra time. : 


Hunter’s inability to 
travel to Israel was prob- 
ably the single most telling 
factor in the young Socce- 
roos’ Israel performances, 
for at one blow the team 
lost a skillful midfielder, its 
best striker and most of all 
an inspiring captain. 


It had been intended to aug- 
ment the Fiji party of 18 by the 
addition of two more players, 
but the omission of Hunter and 
also Craig McLatchey, who 
was injured, enabled the ASF 
to reverse the original fatuous 
decision not to send a physio- 
therapist, and Leichhardt’s 
Spencer Thorpe and assistant 
coach Bill Curran were added 
at the last minute. 


While the Israel FA had a 
doctor in attendance at the 
hoste] that accommodated all 
five teams in the tournament, 
no physiotherapy treatment 
was available and it is no exag- 
geration to say that we would 
have been struggling to field.a 
team had it not been for Thor- 
pe’s efforts. 

Several of the Fiji party ar- 
rived carrying minor injuries 
after the hard grounds there 
and the steamy heat of Fiji, 
followed by Sydney's humidity 
and then the icy cold, of Israel 
in winter saw half the party 
down with ‘flu in the first 

eweek. 

The party was: from 
N.S.W., Gerry Gomez, Paul 
Kay, Grant Lee, Jim Patikas, 
Peter Raskopolous, Dave 
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Skeen, David Watt, Robert 
Wheatley, and Brett Woods. 
From Victoria, Vlatko Belic, 
Steve Blair, Oscar Crino, and 
John Little. From South 
Australia, David Mitchell and 
Tony Radford, Queenslanders 
Glen Ahern and Calvin Daunt, 
and the West's lone represen- 
tative was Denis Ivanac. 

The party arrived just after 
dusk in Israel on Christmas 
Eve but Rudi Gutendorf insist- 
ed on a training session right 
away. 

Since Christmas is not ob- 
served in Israel, it was busy as 
uSual the next day too, with 
two training sessions, and then 
a further setback occurred, as 
Gerry Gomez was found to be 
unfit with a corked thigh and 
Dave Skeen ricked his ankle in 
training. Glen Ahern went 
straight to bed with the ‘flu, al- 
though he played in the dis- 
appointing opening game 
against Greece. The Greek 
game set the pattern for the 
trip, as far as the Aussies were 
concerned. They soon gained 
midfield domination but 
couldn't finish, and they were 
to suffer the same fate in the 
games against Sweden and Is- 
rael. 

Viatko Belic, who had a rea- 
sonale game in midfield 
against Greece, was the next 
‘flu victim and he missed the 
rest of the tournament. 

Almost straight away it was 
seen that the squad was over- 
loaded with defenders but was 
ligitt on attachers and although 
Gutendorf later tried shuffling 
the pack by trying Oscar Crino 
up front at one stage, he was 
always handicapped by having 
no more than 13 outfield 
players available from which 
to pick 10 which severely limit- 
ed his options. 

On January 2, the day after 
the tournament ended, the 
other four countries’ squads 
departed, leaving the Aussies 
Virtually to themselves, and 
with the swimming pool and 
tennis courts closed for the 
winter, they were able to con- 
centrate on twice-daily train- 
ing with three friendlies for re- 

ief. 

They improved noticeably 
with specialised training and 
being together, and Gutendorf 
observed that had the com- 
petition been played then, the 
Aussies would have won 

So the biggest benefit, as far 
as the development pro- 
gramme was concerned, was 

that a hard core of nlavers had

nament, Dave Skeen, as 
sweeper and Oscar Crino. 

Crino played well, but his 
knee could prove a problem, 
and of all the forwards, only 
David Mitchell looked worth 
persevering with 

Peter Raskopolous took over 
the captaincy in Hunter’s ab- 
sence but had a poor tourna- 
ment, no doubt hampered by 
ate unable to shake off the 
‘flu. 

Rudi Gutendori was critical 
of the PSL clubs who snap up 
promising boys and then sit 
them on the bench for the rest 
of the season, which has been 
the fate of Jim Patikas and 
several other lads. ‘“‘How can 
they learn sitting on the 
bench” he says, hitterly, and 
he’s right. 

Manager and Youth Devel- 
opment officer Brian Emery 
said that the tour had been 
valuable experience, but the 
search for more players must 
go on and Gutendorf will visit 
all the States tn trial anw hawe 
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him, and if we are not to be 
made to look foolish in Octo- 
ber, another seven players at 
least must be found and 
groomed by June when the 
ASF hopes to take part in the 
Mexican youth tournament, 
where teams of the calibre of 
England, Holland, Italy, 
Mexico and the U.S. will be en- 
countered.
